If the beam quality of the pulsed laser light source is degraded by the different path lengths, it can 
be reconstituted, for example, by means of an easily detuned Kepler telescope (somewhat adapted to the 
excimer laser divergence in the individual case) with its two lenses 16a and 16b - as indicated in Figure 1- 
in the second detour line II. A single lens also comes into consideration for this purpose. However, it is 
also possible, of course, to extend the design mentioned above, and, for example, to provide yet further 
detour lines to the extent that appears spatially feasible and that a further lowering of the peak powers still 
yields advantages.
